London—a>—Britain was believed 


ready to offer an eleventh hour 
compromise plan today in the hope 
of salvaging what remained of the 
27-nation agreement to keep hands 
off Spain. 


The nature of the plan remained 


obscure and in the offing of today's 
reassembling 
of the 
nine-power 


subcommittee of the non-interven- 
tion nations. 


There was a definite 
possibility 


that all attempts at compromise 
would fail in this climactic meeting 
and that the 15-month try at quar- 
antining the Spanish civil conflict 
would end. 


However, British Foreign Secre- 


tary Anthony Eden, in his familiar 
role of compromiser, moved behind 
the scenes, trying to get soviet Rus- 
sia on one side and the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis on the other to modify 
stands which seemed hopelessly in 
conflict. 


New Incidents 


An outbreak of fresh incidents in 


the Mediterranean, motivating the 
French government in what was in- 
terpreted by observers as action to 
protect its colonial communications, 
spurred British efforts to find a so- 
lution. 


The French heavy destroyer Mi- 


lan was ordered swiftly to Fornells, 
Minorca, where yesterday a bomb- 
ing plane attacked and set fire to 
Sumbarine Chaser No. 91 assigned 
by France to the Mediterranean an- 
ti-piracy patrol. 


The attack came less than 48 


hours after a seaplane had sunk the 
French freighter Oued Mellah in 
the northern Mediterranean. The 
destroyer Milan had just arrived at 
Toulon with the 11 survivors of the 
Oued Mellah when it was ordered 
back to Minorca. 
' The attacking planes were re- 
ported to have been marked with 
black Maltese crosses which the 
Spanish republican embassy at Par- 
is said was the 
insignia of thc 


Spanish insurgent air force. 


France Backs Britain 


France, although incensed over 


the events in the 
Mediterranean. 


was believed to agree with Britain 
on the necessity of keeping the sub 
committee alive if possible.

British Monarch 
Pledges Nation's 
Efforts for Peace 


P r o m i s e s 
Protection 


Against Air Raids for 


AH 
England 


London—cp>—King George VI. an 


earnest figure in the splendid trap- 
pings of Britain's ancient majesty, 
pledged his government today to at- 
tempts to restore 
peace to China 


and Spain. 


At the same time, the monarch 


promised air raid protection for all 
England and forecast more help for 
England's needy families. 


The monarch read slowly and 


hesitatingly the prepared text of his 
speech. Frequent pauses, some of 
10 seconds* duration, broke the sen- 
tences and some words were lost en- 
tirely to the gallery—apparently be- 
cause of a speech impediment which 
has troubled the king for a number 
of years. 


He opened his 
first parliament 


from the throne dais in the somber 
house of lords—with Queen Eliza- 
beth in a chair of state at his side 
—and concluded with this unusual 
benediction: 


Unusual Benediction 


"I pray that under the blessings 


of almighty God the 
outcome of

Withdrawal From

Shanghai —<.!>— Japanese forces 


today occupied Tazang, a key Chi- 
nese defense position five miles 
north of Shanghai, and fought their 
way to several points on the Shang- 
hai-Nanking railroad. 


Severing the railway made Chi- 


nese withdrawal from Chapei and 
Kiangwan impossible along 
that 


route. Chapei. on the northern bor- 
der of the International Settlement, 
and Kiangwan. north of Shanghai, 
have been chief centers of Chinese 
resistance. 


The Japanese advance followed 


air and 
artillery bombardments 


which ploughed up acres of barbed 
wire entanglements and 
levelled 


bitterly contested Tazang and other 
villages. Japanese were said to have 
occupied the Chengju radio station, 
on the western border of Chapei. 


After reaching their first objec- 


tives, the Japanese columns spread 
out in an effort to pull the strings 
of the bag where stubborn Chinese 
still defended Chapei and Kiang- 
wan. 


Air Force Ready 


The Japanese navy 
spokesman 


announced that "the entire Japan- 
ese naval air force in the Shanghai 
area has been mobilized to assist 
the army by bombarding intensive- 
ly all Chinese positions facing the 
imperial army." 


Although Japanese authorities re- 


fused to state the number of planes 
participating, foreign military ob- 
servers counted 49 in the air at one 
time and estimated 150 were en- 
gaged in the day-long 
bombard- 


ments. 


Despite thc obvious threat that 


defenders of Chapei and Kiangwan 
would be surrounded, the Chinese 
spokesman declared that "for the 
time being" no withdrawal orders 
would be issued. He said new sup- 
ply lines to the rear had been op- 
ened.

has taken place in the type of farm- 
ing pursued 
today. 
In the early 


days farming in this state was of a 
primitive and self-sufficient type. 
The farmer 
crew the crops thai 


supplied a substantial portion of 
the food for his family. 


His market outlets 
were largely 


local, particularly 
in the lumber 


and mining camps. From his own 
acres he cut not only his fuel, but 
the timber for his buildings. 


There followed a period of wheat 


raising, and with the coming of the 
railroads in 1854, 
wheat farming 


had a rapid expansion. The wheat 
acreage in Wisconsin 
at the peak 


reached a total of more than two 
million acres. 


Adjustment for Aid 


As the agricultural frontier push- 


ed westward with 
the railroads, 


Wisconsin farmers 
found 
them- 


selves unable to compete with the 
growers 
of large 
quantities of 


wheat out on the new prairies to 
the west. So it was that in the 
seventies Wisconsin farmers faced 
their first problem in "farming ad- 
justment." 


And so began what is today Wis- 


consin's tremendous 
dairying in- 


dustry. 


The rugged pioneers who were 


developing a civilization 60 or 70 
years ago discovered the cow. "At 
that period they made a very sig- 
nificant adjustment in their farm- 
ing" says Dean Christensen. "They 
shifted from wheat groxving to hve- 
s t o c k 
production, 
particularly 


dairying. They cnanged from a one 
crop system to a dix-ersified type of 
farming." 


Other historians will add that a 


less impressive but no less effective

Had Early Start 


While the cow did not come into 


its own until the 1870's, enterpris- 
ing, progressive settlers in scatter- 
ed parts of the state had introduced 
her much earlier, as far back as 
a century ago. when their neigh- 
bors were hastily 
grabbing more 


and more land, feverishly clearing 
it. and building the structure of the 
new commonwealth's economic life 
on a foundation of wheat and flour. 


Records show, for example, that 


a hardy immig.ant 
named J. G. 


Pickctt brought 
10 cows 
to the 


Wisconsin territory when he came 
from Ohio to settle at Lake Mills as 
early as 1835. 


Other early records 
show that 


the distinction of being the first 
cheesemaker in Wisconsin belongs 
to a man named 
Rockwell who 


lived on a farm in Jefferson county. 
Rockwell is supposed to have made 
cheese, in his frontier 
home, in 


1837. just 100 years ago. 


In those early days butter was 


made at home and traded at settle- 
ment stores 
for 
prices 
ranging 


from four to eight cents a pound. It 
was pin money for the wives of 
those first builders of the state. 
The first cheese shipped out of the 
state sold at 8 cents a pound, and 
was made by J. L. Smith of She- 
boygan county 
and 
shipped 
to 


Chicago in barrels in 1858.

1859 owned 120 cows and exhibited

Hazen also founded 
a 
dairy- 


men's association in his county for 
the benefit of the new industry, the 
second of its kind in America.

Hoard in 1871 of the Wisconsin 
Dairymen's 
association. A cheese 


board of trade was organized the 
same year. At that time the only 
known foreign market for cheese 
was Liverpool, and freight rates to 
the Atlantic coast were prohibitive. 
It was Governor Hoard who suc- 
ceeded in reducing the rates to give 
Wisconsin cheese makers a foreign 
outlet. 


Other great names in the history 


of the dairying industry 
in the 


state include Dr. W. A. Henry, first 
dean of the College of Agriculture, 
who became the link between the 
farmers in their fields and 
the 


state's scientific laboratories. Dr. E. 
V. McCollum, Wisconsin 
scientist 


who discovered vitamins, and Dr. 
Harry Steenbock, discoverer of a 


process to raise the Vitamin D con- 
tent of milk through irradiation. 


How important

housing as an,industry which can 
take up much of the slack in busi- 
ness brought about by curtailment 
of government expenditures. 


3. Balancing of the budget at 


the earliest possible moment. 


4. The 
working out 
of some 


method or policy which will cause 
the utilities to feel they can resume 
construction of much needed fa- 
cilities m the transmission and dis- 
tribution of power. It is estimated 
by the board's experts that the 
utilities are spending only about 
40 per cent of what they could 
spend. 


Some of the advice would seem 


already to have been taken. 
It 


seems clear that only the influence 
of 
President Roosevelt 
himself 


could have brought the CIO and 
the A. F. of L. together for peacs 
conferences, and only his influence 
and pressure will cause these two 
rival organizations to get together 
and bring some kind of order out 
of the chaos that has existed in the 
labor world. 


Make Sincere Effort 


As for balancing ihe budget, a 


sincere effort is being made to cut 
down expenses, but the spending 
habit is s>o strong and The pressure 
to keep on spending is so great 
from cities and states and political 
machines everywhere, not to men- 
tion congress itself, that hopes for 
a balanced budget in 1939 are not 
too sanguine. 
But the effort is 


more serious than ever before un- 
der the New DcM. 
* 


The problem of whst to do about 


the utilities is a grave one because 
direct responsibility for the pres- 
ent situation may be attributed to 
the president's own policy. 
The 


facts, however, are more important 
now than how the present situa- 
tion arose. 


For one thing, the quantity of 


electric power being used nowa- 
days is about one-third in excess 
of 1929. Yet construction has lag- 
ged. 
Back in 1930. the utilities 


were spending $1,000.000,000 a year. 
This year, 
they 
are 
spending 


around $450,000,000. 


^Judging by the transmission and 


distribution 
facilities needed to 


take care of the country's needs 
and the extra generation required 
in various regions of the country 
not supplied by the government 
itself, the utilities could spend an- 
other $750.000.000 a year, or a total 
of about $1.200.000.000. 


Why don't the utilities do it? In 


the first place, the public will prob- 
ably not lend them the money be- 
cause Mr. Roosevelt has hammered 
away at the utilities to such an ex- 
tent as to scare away possible in- 
vestors. Secondly. Ihe only way 
to raise the money is by selling 
bonds or what is known as "senior 
securities." Here again, because of 
the administration's policy, the util- 
ities have not been able to float 
common stock or equity money, 
because they ha\e to a certain ex- 
tend ox-erbondcd themselves 
al- 


ready to take care of needs in the 
last three years of attacks by the 
Now Deal.

president with respect to the rail- 
roads has been just the reverse. He 
has said that the roads should .sell 
fewer bonds and mere common 
stocks. Now. the utilities cannot 
sell th;ir common stocks because 
of the administration's attitude to- 
ward utilities, and when They try 
to issue additional bonds, they find 
that in certain companies, they do 
not have the necessary leeway to 
get extra capital.

of reorganization is inevitable, and 
this complicates ihe matter of fi- 
nancing. 


The whole utility business has 


been for a long lime based on the 
idea that about 50 per ccnl is in- 
•vested in bonds. 25 per cent in 
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preferred stocks and 25 per cent in 
common stocks. The common stock 
holder takes the risk, but is in line 
for the profit, too. 


The utility industry has prac- 


tically abandoned hopes of being 
able, under the present administra- 
tion's policies, ever to sell com- 
mon stocks to the public. Then, 
top. the government's attack on the 
utilities has depreciated their val- 
ues to such an extent that some 
experts doubt if. in certain instanc- 
es, the bonds and preferred stocks 
actually cover their "physical value 
today. 


Certainly, in the southern areas, 


the utility companies cannot re- 
finance and sell bonds or preferred 
stocks or anything chc because of 
the threat of TV A competition. All 
during the time other industries 
were refinancing and getting low- 
er interest rates, the utilities have 
been stymied. 
Their position is 


unchanged today. Now that a ma- 
jor depression may be on the way, 
the administration may perhaps 
give consideration to how it can 
restore the spending power of the 
Utility industry. The president may 
possibly be persuaded to put icccv- 
cry ahead of reform, as so many 
people have been urging for the 
last three years.

.James Roosevelt will patter out their lit- 
tle problems lo a coordinator whose only 
genuine claim to position is his blood. 


One might write extensively upon the 


steady, march in this^country of the prin- 
ciple" of- royalty. 
Obstructions 
simply 


must be built against-it and in the most 
deadly seriousness. 
Only one consider- 


ably affected by the wine of power would 
have the cool and rather insolent courage 
to create a situation of this kind,—able, 
experienced public officials scraping low 
to immaturity in the person of the Presi- 
dent's son who is somehow made brilliant 
by a strange light from heaven. It will 
require the keenest sort of eyesight, in fact 
a supernatural light, to observe anything 
different in principle between this situa- 
tion and the preachments of Wilhelm Im- 
perator who talked much about "divine' 
right." 


But the appointment by the President 


of his son as go-between or co-ordinator 
between commissions and the White House 
has even a more dangerous note for the 
stability 
of the 
country 
than 
blue 


blood and royal families. 
It indicates 


how unbusinesslike the President really 
is, and this to his own great personal dis- 
advantage because it piles upon him a 
mountain of work and responsibility be- 
yond the strength of any single pair of 
human shoulders to carry. 


The first order of all good, business is 


to obtain the services of competent men 
who must run separate departments, meet- 
ing at stated intervals under the chair- 
manship of the chief so that policies may 
be intelligently adopted and pursued, fric- 
tion eliminated, and order maintained. 
Most successful business men are willing 
to concede that a large share of their suc- 
cess is attributable to their ability in se- 
lecting competent and dependable assist- 
ants. 


The President obviously proceeds upon 


the basis that no decision of any impor- 
tance can be made but by himself after 
conference with a coordinator. This may 
be the reason why he has chosen so many 
obviously unfit men for important posi"- 
tions. It may also account for the strange 
similarity in this respect between prac- 
tically all idealists. 
They cannot bear 


the presence nor the objections of strong 
and well fitted men. Whether they are 
conscious of their own leanings or not 
it is noticeable that they surround them- 
selves, for the most part, with adminis- 
trators who do not gather either the con- 
fidence or the respect of the public. 


With the exception of Secretaries Ickcs 


and Hull Mr. Roosevelt's cabinet is no- 
toriously weak. A weaker one is not to 
be found unless one goes back to Woodrow 


• Wilson's cabinet 


The high impropriety of the President 


constantly pushing his eldest son forward 
is no more an attack upon American tra- 
ditions perhaps that the attempt to wrest 
all.power from .the supreme court, but 
even were son James scaso-ed and brilli- 
ant Jie could uot make effective a sv.c'cm 
that is 


ccptions, is just as responsible w anyone 
else. 


It is one way to say that wart are 


caui-cd by commercial rivalries. But it 
would be more accurate to say that wars 
are caused by politics, and politics is ruled 
over by politicians. 


Insofar as America is concerned its po- 


litical leaders have heretofore permitted 
the country to be dragged into war be- 
cause at the outset they were happy to 
sec war orders coming to America. 


War orders meant higher wages. And 


war orders meant better prices for farm 
products. 


Certain politicians, whether 
always 


conscious of the fact or not, glowed with 
tingling pride at the "prosperity" under 
their rule. To see wages going up and 
farmers smiling as they took their pro- 
duce to market and obtained fine war 
prices meant cheers for the leaders, and 
some leaders need no other food. 


The Texas lady may be quite all right 


in warning against international bankers. 
We presume there are some in Japan and 
China but if there are any in Germany 
and Italy they are certainly well sup- 
pressed as is everyone else. 


But war will never be averted by 


crying wolf at the wrong person. The 
Texas lady needs to look over her own 
relatives and neighbors. They may have 
more to do with war than the ghostly in- 
ternational bankers, whom 
we 
rather 


guess would do almost anything to avert 
war in fear its convulsions might wipe 
them out. 


Wars are caused by a lot of different 


reasons, but insofar as financial advantage 
is concerned they are fanned in large mea- 
sure by workers and farmers who are 
lured by profits, even as international 
bankers, and support leaders whom they 
consider responsible for the "prosperity" 
actually caused by war orders.

in the world," so free 'they are shooting 
them by the scores every day, Russian 
newspapers are printing Mark Twain's 
parody on American political life, "How 
I was selected governor of New York," 
and actually referring to the author as 
"Governor Twain of New York," all of 
this to make the poor shivering wretches 
in the Soviet union more contented with 
their fate and more likely to think that 
a "Yes" at an election where a "No" is 
not permitted is really freedom. 


Twain's book, written so long ago, is 


as accurate a picture of American poli- 
tical life and American freedom as Co- 
han's recent burlesque at Boston on our 
President. 


Under the "freest constitution in the 


world" the Russians will never come to 
understand either how Mr. Cohan would 
dare to invite public mirth at the expense 
of the President or how a well known 
author Jike Mark Twain might entertain a 
nation with a parody on its politics. 


It is to be hoped that no Russian 


moujik ever comes across Oliver Wendell 
Holmes* poetical works. He would likely 
take the author as our 
famed Justice 


Holmes instead of father to that man. 


What in the world would they ever think 


of us if "The One Hoss Shay," "The 
Sceptre Pig," "The Last Leaf," "The Sep- 
tember Gale," "The Ballad of the Oyster 
Man" and many other melodious ditties 
were printed and then confused with su- 
preme court opinions? 


It was Holmes, pere, who wrote the 


verse concerning the danger of his humor 
to those who could not stand it and out- 
lined how his messenger, reading the text 
of some of his funny stuff, lost all control 
of himself and tumbled in a fit of chort- 
ling gacity, and then: 


"Ten days and nights, with sleepless 


eye 


I watched that wretched man, 
And since. I never dared to write 
As funny as I can." 
But when the Russian people can actu- 


ally accept Mark Twain's ludicrous book 
as a serious piece of literature have we 
not presented to us a rather fearful ex- 
ample of the mental fog created by the 
Terror, by death to those who think too 
loudly, death in a cold cellar at dawn? 


Another Japanese "error" resulted in the kill- 


ing of a British soldier in Shanghai and periled 
several Americans. 


'And why don't the Americans come home 
instead of tempting the Japanese with oppor- 
tunities for target practice?

and it appears that the folks have never heard 
a radio in their mountain spot nor have they 
ever heard of the United States. 


At times I think the people have something 
there.

Not 
that the movie stars don't deserve to be aired 
and all that, but the commentators generally 
give me a pain in the neck. 


Sure. I don't have to listen to them, I know

the Kaukauna Times under date of 
Sept 24th stating that the fish 
were killed due to lack of oxygen 
in the water. It seems rather queer 
that during the extreme hot weath- 
er in July and August we did not 
notice anything wrong with the fish 
in the river and since that time we 
have had quite a bit of rain which 
had a tendency to increase the flow- 
age as well as freshen the water 
in the Fox River.

elephants. They turn rapidly, and 
provide a speed of 30 knots per 
hour, sometimes more. 


Thirty years ago. a steamer was 


doing well if it made 15 or 18 knots 
per hour, but a number of ocean 
liners can now do better than 25 
knots.

Philadelphia. 


The type of cancer refrigerated is 


metastasizing carcinoma. It is the 
kind which spreads from one part 
of the body to another. It is one o: 
the most dangerous. 


Dr. Hcnny. the physicist, devisee 


instruments which could be placet 
on the human body to lower tem- 
perature in specific regions. This 
temperature drop occurred on the 
skin and extended also some little 
distance into the body. 


In some cases the 
refrigerating 


devices were in contact with the 
cancerous growth. In others they 
were close. They were used only 
on cases pronounced hopeless by 
any known method of treatment.

result of

Labor shall declare as one of its 
basic policies that the organization 
of the workers in the mass produc- 
tion, marine, public utilities ser- 
vice and basic fabricating indus- 
tries be effectuated only on an in- 
dustrial basis. 


"2—There shall be created with- 


in the American Federation of La- 
bor a department to be known as 
the CIO. All of the national and in- 
ternational unions and local indus- 
trial unions, now affiliated with the 
CIO, shall be affiliated 
with such 


new department. This department 
shall be completely autonomous, op- 
erating under its oxvn departmental 
constitution and shall be directed 
by its own properly designated of- 
ficers. 


"This department shall have the 


complete and sole jurisdiction in 
regard to (A) the organization of 
the workers in the industries de- 
scribed in Point 1 above: and also 
(B) any matters affecting its affili- 
ated organizations and their mem- 
bers. 


"3—There shall be called at such 


time and at such place as may be 
agreed upon between the American 
Federation of Labor and the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
a national convention which shall 
be attended by all of the national 
and international unions and local 
industrial unions affiliated with A. 
F. of L. and the CIO. This conven- 
tion shall be called for the purpose 
og approving the foregoing agree- 
ment and for working out the nec- 
essary rules and regulations" to ef- 
fectuate the same and to guarantee 
the fulfillment of the program."

IVE SPECIES OF DUCKS are on the protected list in all parts of the 
United States during the present season. Shooting of swans and 
Ross* geese is also prohibited and there is a special provision for the 


Atlantic coast states protecting brant and snow geese. The following hints 
may help you in distinguishing the protected birds. 


WOOD DUCK—This bird is one of the most beautiful of all species of 


waterfowl. It is a rather large duck, measuring in some cases. 20 inches 
in length. One of its most distinctive characteristics is the crest which is 
found in both sexes. That of the male is green and purple with a white 
stripe running from the bill to the tip. Another white stripe runs from 
the back of the head to the eye. Two horn-like patches of white extend 
from the throat, one ending just behind the eye. the other going to the 
back of the neck. Wings, back and tail are black with a purple cast. The 
underbody is white and the sides buff with wavy lines of black. The legs 
and feet are yellow with black claws and dusky webs.
